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Sanders says would be prepared 
to use military force: interview

WASHINGTON (AP) — In¬ 
ternational rivals would 
be mistaken to assume 
he wouldn’t be prepared 
to use military force if that's 
what circumstances re¬ 
quired, Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidate Bernie 
Sanders said in an interview 
that aired on Sunday. 

The Vermont senator who 
is the leading challenger 
to front-runner Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton says the Unit¬ 
ed States should have the 
strongest military in the 
world. The U.S. should be 
prepared to act when it or 
its allies are threatened or 
in response to genocide. 
“Yes, there are times when 
you have to use force. No 
question about it,” Sanders 
said. “But that should be a 
last resort.” 

During his nearly 25 years 
in Congress, Sanders' re¬ 
cord on authorizing military 
force is mixed. He voted 
to send troops to Afghani¬ 
stan after the Sept. 11 ter¬ 
rorist attacks. But he voted 
against going to war with 
Iraq in 1991 and again in 
2003. 

Sanders comments came 
during an interview that 
aired on ABC’s “This 
Week.” His campaign has 


focused on the economy 
and gained momentum, 
drawing the largest crowds 
of any candidate to his ral¬ 
lies. Clinton served as sec¬ 
retary of state for about 
four years. Sanders, who 
describes himself as a dem¬ 
ocratic socialist, was asked 
why national security and 
foreign policy are missing 
from his campaign’s web¬ 
site. “In all fairness, we’ve 
only been in this race for 
three-and-a-half months. 
And we’ve been focusing, 
quite correctly as you’ve 
indicated, on the econo¬ 
my, on the collapse of the 
American middle class, 
on massive income and 
wealth inequality,” Sanders 
said. Sanders cited the war 
in Iraq as one of the “worst 
foreign policy blunders we 
have ever seen” because 
it led to an enormous de- 
stabilization of that region. 
He also said he believes his 
vote against the first Gulf 
War was correct. 

“I think we could’ve got¬ 
ten Saddam Hussein out 
of Kuwait in a way that did 
not require a war," Sanders 
said. "... Do we need to go 
to war in every instance or 
can we bring pressure of 
sanctions and international 
pressure to resolve these 
conflicts?"^

consin Gov. Scott Walker is 
putting a new twist on the 
topic of securing the bor¬ 
der, a staple among the 
Republican candidates 
running for president, by 
pointing north. 

Walker said in an interview 
that aired Sunday that 
building a wall along the 
country's northern border 
with Canada is a legiti¬ 
mate issue that merits fur¬ 
ther review. 

Republican candidates for 
president have often taken 
a get-tough approach on 
deterring illegal immigra¬ 
tion, but they usually focus 
on the border with Mexico. 
Walker was asked Sunday 
morning on NBC’s “Meet 
the Press” whether he 
wanted to build a wall on 
the northern border, too. 


Walker said some people 
in New Hampshire have 
asked the campaign 
about the topic. 

“They raised some very le¬ 
gitimate concerns, includ¬ 
ing some law enforcement 
folks that brought that up to 
me at one of our town hall 
meetings about a week 
and a half ago. So that is 
a legitimate issue for us to 
look at,” Walker said. 

The U.S.-Canada bound¬ 
ary is the longest interna¬ 
tional border in the world 
at 5,525 miles (8.891 kilo¬ 
meters) long. 

Billionaire Donald Trump is 
riding the issue of illegal im¬ 
migration to the top of the 
Republican presidential 
primary polls. 

He has said he would make 
Mexico pay for completing 
a permanent wall along 
the border. He also says he

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White House says Mount McKinley to be renamed Denali

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama will 
change the name of North 
America’s tallest mountain 
peak from Mount McKinley 
to Denali, the White House 
said Sunday, bestowing 
the traditional Alaska Na¬ 
tive name on the eve of a 
historic presidential visit to 
Alaska. 

By renaming the peak De¬ 


nali, an Athabascan word 
meaning “the high one,” 
Obama is wading into a 
sensitive and decades-old 
conflict between residents 
of Alaska and Ohio. Alas¬ 
kans have informally called 
the 20,320-foot (6,194-me¬ 
ter) mountain Denali for 
years, but the federal 
government recognizes 
its name evoking the 25th 
president, William McKin¬ 
ley, who was born in Ohio 
and assassinated early in 


his second term. 

“With our own sense of rev¬ 
erence for this place, we 
are officially renaming the 
mountain Denali in rec¬ 
ognition of the traditions 
of Alaska Natives and the 
strong support of the peo¬ 
ple of Alaska,” said Interior 
Secretary Sally Jewell. 

The announcement came 
as Obama prepared to 
depart early Monday on 
a three-day visit to Alaska, 
becoming the first sitting

HOUSTON (AP) — The man 

charged with capital mur¬ 
der in the fatal shooting 
of a uniformed suburban 
Houston sheriff's deputy 
had a lengthy criminal 
record going back a de¬ 
cade, but never spent 
more than short stints in jail. 
Shannon J. Miles, whose 
criminal record includes 
convictions for resisting 
arrest and disorderly con¬ 
duct with a firearm, was to 
be arraigned Monday in 
the shooting of Darren Go¬ 
forth, a 10-year veteran of 
the Harris County Sheriff’s 
Office. Miles' arrest Sat¬ 
urday came less than 24 
hours after authorities said 
he ambushed Goforth at a 
gas station. 

Sheriff Ron Hickman said 
the attack was “clearly 
unprovoked," and there is 
no evidence that Goforth 
knew Miles. Investigators 
have no information from 
Miles that would shed light 
on his motive, Hickman 
said. 

“Our assumption is that he 
(Goforth) was a target be¬ 
cause he wore a uniform,” 
the sheriff said. 

Miles' criminal record be¬ 
gins in 2005, when he was 
convicted of criminal mis¬ 
chief, giving false informa¬ 
tion to police and resist¬ 
ing arrest, according to 
records. In 2006, he was 
convicted of disorderly 
conduct with a firearm 
and sentenced to a maxi¬ 
mum of 15 days in jail. He 
was convicted of evading 
arrest in 2007, and his most 
recent conviction came in 
2009 for again resisting ar¬ 
rest. 

Records show that the 
30-year-old Houston resi¬ 
dent was sentenced to 
several short stints in jail, 
anywhere from 10 to 6 
days. 

Court and jail records did 
not list an attorney for Miles 
and attempts to reach his 
family members on Sunday 
were unsuccessful. 

Goforth, 47, was pump¬ 
ing gas Friday night in a 
middle- to upper-middle- 
class suburban area north¬ 
west of Houston, when the 
gunman approached him 
from behind and fired mul¬ 
tiple shots, continuing to 
fire after the deputy had

fallen to the ground. 

The killing evoked strong 
emotions in the local law 
enforcement community, 
with Hickman linking it to 
heightened tension over 
the treatment of African- 
Americans by police. Go¬ 
forth was white and Miles is 
black. 

The nationwide “Black Lives 
Matter” movement that 
formed after 18-year-old 
Michael Brown was shot 
and killed by a white po¬ 
lice officer in Ferguson, Mis¬ 
souri, has sought sweeping 
reforms of policing. Relat¬ 
ed protests erupted in Tex¬ 
as recently after a 28-year- 
old Chicago-area black 
woman, Sandra Bland, was 
found dead in a county jail 
northwest of Houston three 
days after her arrest on a 
traffic violation. Texas au¬ 
thorities said she commit¬ 
ted suicide but her family 
is skeptical of that.District 
Attorney Devon Anderson 
pushed back against the 
criticism of police.“We've 
heard Black Lives Matter, 
All Lives Matter. Well, cops' 
lives matter, too,” Hickman 
said Saturday.

The ceremony, attended 
by about 500 people ac¬ 
cording to Christie Wills, a 
spokeswoman for the inter¬ 
faith group that organized 
the event, began with a 
slideshow of the WDBJ-TV 


journalists wearing warm 
smiles as they worked to¬ 
gether on stories. 

In his remarks, WDBJ-TV 
General Manager Jeffrey 
Marks recalled that Parker 
and Ward were almost 
never angry. Marks said he 
suspected that the most 
you would get out of Parker 
was an “emphatic ‘darn,” 
and then she would be 
back hard at work. 


“Adam and Alison saw 
that as their mission -- to 
awaken us to what is good 
and fun in life,” Marks 
said.“Mental illness cannot 
exist on the periphery of 
health care,” Marks said. 
“It should be obvious that 
it needs to be center stage 
because most mental ill¬ 
ness is treatable if we can 
get to the sufferer. In this 
case, we didn’t." 


Ward and Parker were on 
an early morning assign¬

University of Texas at Austin removes Jefferson Davis statue

AUSTIN, Texas (AP) — A 

statue of the president of 
the secessionist pro-slavery 
southern states was re¬ 
moved from its pedestal 
Sunday on the campus of 


the University of Texas at 
Austin, days after a court 
rejected an appeal from 
a Confederate heritage 
group. Crews were seen 
removing the statue of 


Confederate President Jef¬ 
ferson Davis from its place 
near the university's iconic 
clock tower. Davis led the 
Confederacy of southern 
states during the 1861-65 


Civil War. 

Davis' statue will eventually 
be displayed in the Briscoe 
Center history museum on 
campus, which university 
officials said is a more ap¬ 
propriate place for it. The 
Briscoe Center has one 
of the nation’s largest ar¬ 
chives on slavery. 

The statue has been a tar¬ 
get of vandalism as well as 
criticism that it is a symbol 
of racism and discrimina¬ 
tion. Confederate symbols 
nationwide are being re¬ 
considered following the 
recent mass shooting of 
members of a black church 
in Charleston, South Caro¬ 
lina. “This is an iconic mo¬ 
ment," said Gregory Vin¬ 
cent, the university's vice 
president for diversity and 
community engagement, 
according to the Austin 
American-Statesman. “It 
really shows the power of 
student leadership.” 


A judge last week ruled 
against the Sons of Con¬ 
federate Veterans, which 
sued to stop the university 
from moving it. 

Statues of other Confeder¬ 
ate figures — Confederate 
Gens. Robert E. Lee and Al¬ 
bert Sidney Johnston, and 
Confederate Postmaster 
General John H. Reagan — 
will remain in their places 
on campus. University offi¬ 
cials halted earlier plans to 
move the Davis statue after 
the Sons of Confederate 
Veterans asked a judge to 
stop them. The Confeder¬ 
ate group compared the 
proposal to relocate the 
statue to the Islamic State 
group destroying artifacts 
in the Middle East. 

But State District Judge Kar¬ 
in Crump ruled last week 
that Texas officials have 
the authority under state 
law to decide where the 
statue should stand. □ 


Hundreds mourn slain 9-year-old Ferguson, Missouri girl 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Hundreds 
gathered to remember 
a 9-year-old girl who was 
killed when shots were fired 
into her home in Ferguson, 
Missouri, as she did home¬ 
work on her mother’s bed. 
Sobs grew audible and tis¬ 
sues were passed down the 
aisles as fourth-grade class¬ 
mates of Jamyla Bolden 
sang in front of her casket 
Saturday, the St. Louis Post- 


Dispatch reported. The 
shooting Aug. 18 in the St. 
Louis suburb also left Jamy¬ 
la 's 34-year-old mother 
wounded. After searching 
more than a week, authori¬ 
ties charged a 21-year-old 
man from O’Fallon, Mis¬ 
souri, with second-degree 
murder and several other 
felonies. 

Jamyla’s killing brought re¬ 
newed attention to Fergu¬ 


son, where Michael Brown, 
an unarmed 18-year-old 
black man was fatally shot 
by a white officer, Darren 
Wilson, on Aug. 9, 2014. 
Brown's death led to pro¬ 
tests and a nationwide dis¬ 
cussion of police relations 
with minority communities. 
The pastor at Friendly Mis¬ 
sionary Baptist Church told 
Jamyla’s family as the fu¬ 
neral began that the shoot¬ 


ing has “wounded” the 
whole community, region 
and country. 

“We dare not say we expe¬ 
rience it in the same way 
as you," the Rev. Michael 
Jones added. 

“We say go to school, get 
an education ... she tried to 
do all of that,” former Mis¬ 
souri Rep. Betty Thompson 
said after the service. 

Lillie Vinson, a longtime 


friend of Jamyla’s great- 
aunt, said it seemed like 
the community worked 
well with the Ferguson Po¬ 
lice Department and its 
new interim chief, Andre 
Anderson, to try to solve 
the crime. 

“I hope we just stop all of 
this senseless shooting,” 
Vinson said before the fu¬ 
neral began. “Enough is 
enough.”□ 
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New Orleans, Gulf coast mark Katrina milestone

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — The 

Gulf Coast and New Or¬ 
leans observed the 10th 
anniversary of Hurricane 
Katrina, one of the deadli¬ 
est storms in American his¬ 
tory, in ways both devout 
and festive. Church bells 
rang and brass bands 
played as people across 
the storm-ravaged coast 
remembered the past and 
looked to the future. 

“Some people said that 
we shouldn’t come back. 
Some people said that we 
couldn’t come back,” said 
New Orleans Mayor Mitch 
Landrieu. 

“Yet 10 years later here we 
are. Still standing." 

The storm killed more than 
1,800 people and caused 
$151 billion in damage, in 
one of the country’s worst 
natural disasters. 

Many of the dead were 
from New Orleans where 
levees protecting the city 
burst, submerging 80 per¬ 
cent of the Crescent City in 
water. 

The dead and those who 
still struggle to rebuild were 
not far from anyone's 
thoughts Saturday, from 
Mississippi where church 


bells rang out to mark when 
the storm made landfall to 
a commemoration at the 
New Orleans memorial 
containing bodies of peo¬ 
ple never claimed or never 
identified. 

As the church bells rang, 
80-year-old Eloise Allen 
wept softly into a tissue as 
she leaned against her rust¬ 
ing Oldsmobile. 

“I feel guilty,” said Allen, 
whose house in Bay St. 
Louis, Mississippi, was dam¬ 
aged but inhabitable after 
the storm. 

“I didn’t go through what 
all the other people did.” 
Saturday was a day to re¬ 
member what “all the oth¬ 
er people” went through. 
Those who were lifted from 
rooftops by helicopters, 
those who came home to 
find only concrete steps as 
evidence of where their 
house used to be, those 
whose bodies were never 
claimed after the storm. 

But the mourning Saturday 
was balanced by a cel¬ 
ebration of how far the re¬ 
gion has come. 

At the Smoothie King Cen¬ 
ter in New Orleans, thou¬ 
sands of people gathered 
to take part in an eve¬ 
ning of prayer, music and 
speeches including by for¬ 


mer President Bill Clinton. 
He had helped raise mon¬ 
ey for Katrina victims. 

He weighed into a debate 
that has bubbled up dur¬ 
ing the Katrina anniversary 
about whether New Or¬ 
leans' post-Katrina story is 
one of a city resurrected or 
of people left behind. Tour¬ 
ism in the Crescent City is 
booming, real estate prices 
have skyrocketed and the 
city’s population contin¬ 
ues to grow after Katrina. 


But the recovery has been 
uneven with many neigh¬ 
borhoods — especially 
African-American ones — 
still struggling. Clinton said 
the city should be happy 
and celebrate its progress 
but at the same time keep 
working. 

“Have a good time New 
Orleans. You earned it,” 
Clinton said. “And tomor¬ 
row wake up and say ‘Look 
at what we did. I bet we 
can do the rest too.'" 


In Biloxi, Mississippi, clergy 
and community leaders 
gathered at a newly built 
minor league baseball 
park for a memorial to Ka¬ 
trina's victims and later that 
evening the park hosted a 
concert celebrating the re¬ 
covery. 

During a prayer service at 
a seaside park in Gulfport, 
former Mississippi Gov. Hal¬ 
ey Barbour praised volun¬ 
teers who had worked on 
the Katrina recovery. Q

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Germany, France, Britain press for EU action on migrants

BERLIN (APj — Germany, 
France and Britain pressed 
Sunday for better process¬ 
ing of migrants arriving in 
southern Europe and for a 
European Union-wide list 
of countries considered 
safe, and a special meet¬ 
ing of EUinterior and justice 
ministers was called for 
Sept. 14. 

Interior ministers Thomas de 
Maiziere of Germany, Ber¬ 
nard Cazeneuve of France 
and Theresa May of Britain 
stressed the need to set up 
“hot spots” in Greece and 
Italy by the year's end to 
ensure migrants are finger¬ 


printed and registered, al¬ 
lowing authorities to iden¬ 
tify quickly those in need of 
protection. 

They called in a state¬ 
ment for a special minis¬ 
terial meeting in the next 
two weeks. De Maiziere 
said the EUcouldn’t wait 
until a scheduled gather¬ 
ing in early October and 
Luxembourg, which holds 
the rotating EUpresidency, 
announced later Sunday 
on Twitter that interior and 
justice ministers will meet in 
Brussels Sept. 14 to discuss 
how to “strengthen the Eu¬ 
ropean response.”

Shiite rebels. 

Security officials from both 
sides said the focus was 
now on Marib, an oil-rich 
province that supplies the 
rebel-held capital of Sanaa 
with electricity and fuel, af¬ 
ter months of combat and 
airstrikes that have killed 
some 2,000 civilians, ac¬ 
cording to the U.N. 
Pro-government forces 
have recently tightened 
their grip on the province's 
capital, also called Mar¬ 
ib, while the Shiite rebels, 
known as Houthis, have 
consolidated their posi¬ 
tions on its outskirts, digging 
trenches and laying mines 
in nearby Jawf, security of¬ 
ficials from both sides and 
witnesses said. 

If pro-government forces 
manage to push the reb¬ 
els out of Marib, they could 
potentially advance rap¬ 
idly across Jawf, a flat, 
desert province bordering 
Saudi Arabia that is also 
a gateway to Saada, the 
rebels’ northern stronghold, 
where Saudi planes have 
been dropping flyers urging 
people to support the “le¬ 
gitimate" government of 
internationally-recognized 
president Abed Rabbo 
Mansour Hadi. 

Yemen’s conflict pits the 
Houthis and allied units of 
the splintered army against 
forces loyal to Hadi as well 
as southern separatists, lo¬ 
cal militias and Sunni Is¬ 
lamic militants. Hadi and his 
government are in exile in 
Saudi Arabia. 

In their foothold in Marib, 
the pro-government forc¬ 
es were joined earlier this 
week by hundreds of Ye¬ 
meni fighters, fresh from 


military training in neighbor¬ 
ing Saudi Arabia, which has 
been leading the Arab co¬ 
alition launching airstrikes 
against the Houthis since 
March, pro-government 
security officials said. 

Since last week, the anti¬ 
rebel forces have set up 
camp for military experts 
from United Arab Emir¬ 
ates and Saudi Arabia 
and renovated a local oil 
company’s airport, which 
received the latest planes 
carrying military equipment 
from the coalition on Sun¬ 
day, the officials added. 
At least six Apaches have 
landed thus far, they said. 
Meanwhile, the Houthis in 
Saada tried and failed to 
persuade one of Yemen’s 
most senior military officials 
who claims neutrality and 
controls many troops, Maj. 
Gen. Hafzullah Sedmi, to 
bolster their forces in Marib. 
Nevertheless, former Presi¬ 
dent Saleh said his forces, 
along with the Houthis, are 


“waiting” for the pro-gov¬ 
ernment forces, in a tele¬ 
vised speech on his Yemen 
Today channel. 


The anti-rebel forces, pro¬ 
government security offi¬ 
cials said, aim to push north 
to Jawf rather than the

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Activists say IS damages ancient temple in Syria’s Palmyra

BEIRUT (AP) — Islamic State 
militants in Syria severely 
damaged the Bel Temple, 
considered one of the 
greatest sites of the an¬ 
cient world, in a massive 
explosion Sunday, activists 
said. 

The 2,000-year-old temple 
was part of the remains of 
the ancient caravan city 
of Palmyra in central Syria, 
seized by IS in May. 

The news of the latest de¬ 
struction at Palmyra came 
just days after IS released 
propaganda images pur¬ 
portedly showing militants 
blowing up another Palmy¬ 
ra temple, the 2,000-year- 
old Baalshamin dedicated 
to the Phoenician god of 
storms and fertilizing rains. 
The U.N. cultural agency 


UNESCO, which has desig¬ 
nated Palmyra as a world 
heritage site, called the 
destruction of the Baalsha¬ 
min temple a war crime. 
Earlier this month, rela¬ 
tives and witnesses said 
that IS militants had be¬ 
headed Khaled al-Asaad, 
an 81-year-old antiquities 
scholar who devoted his 
life to understanding Pal¬ 
myra. 

The Islamic State group, 
which has imposed a vio¬ 
lent interpretation of Islamic 
law across its self-declared 
“caliphate” straddling Syria 
and Iraq, says such ancient 
relics promote idolatry. 

It already has blown up 
several sites in neighboring 
Iraq, and it is also believed 
to be selling looted antiqui¬ 
ties.

A Palmyra resident, who 
goes by the name of Nass¬ 
er al-Thaer, said IS militants 
set off a huge blast at 1:45 
p.m. Sunday. 

“It is total destruction,” he 
said of the scene of the ex¬ 
plosion. “The bricks and col¬ 
umns are on the ground.” 


“It was an explosion the 
deaf would hear,” he add¬ 
ed. 

The resident said only the 
outer wall surrounding the 
temple remains. 

The Britain-based Syr¬ 
ian Observatory for Human 
Rights, which has a network 


of activists in Syria, said the 
temple was damaged. It 
did not provide details. 

The temple, consecrated 
to the Semitic god Bel, had 
been well-preserved and 
was a source of much pride 
for Syrians. It was conse¬ 
crated in 32 A.DO 


Egypt: 

3 Al-Jazeera reporters get 3 years in prison

CAIRO (AP) — An Egyptian 
court sentenced three Al- 
Jazeera English journalists 
to three years in prison on 
Saturday for broadcasting 
“false news,” sparking an 
international outcry and 
underlining how authori¬ 
ties are trampling over free 
speech just over a year into 
general-turned-politician 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi’s presi¬ 
dency. The men are now 
seeking a pardon from el- 
Sissi, who has personally 
expressed regret over the 
long-running trial and the 
damage it has done to 
Egypt's international repu¬ 
tation — saying it would 


have been better to simply 
deport the journalists. Al 
Jazeera said it will also ap¬ 
peal the verdict, once the 
court releases its full ruling 
in the next 30 days. 
Canadian national Mo¬ 
hammed Fahmy, Australian 
journalist Peter Greste and 
Egyptian producer Baher 
Mohammed’s case had 
embroiled their work into 
the wider political conflict 
between Egypt and Qatar, 
where Al-Jazeera is based, 
following the 2013 military 
ouster of Islamist President 
Mohammed Morsi. 

The verdict comes just 
weeks after el-Sissi issued 
a new anti-terrorism law, 
which sets a sweeping defi¬ 


nition for who could face a 
harsh set of punishments, 
including journalists who 
don’t toe the government 
line. The new law, like Sat¬ 
urday’s verdict, has drawn 
criticism from diplomats, 
press freedom advocates 
and human rights organiza¬ 
tions. 

Greste, who was deported 
from Egypt in February, said 
he believed an Egyptian 
appeals court would over¬ 
turn the verdict, and called 
on el-Sissi to pardon him 
and his colleagues. Fahmy 
and Mohammed, both on 
hand for Saturday’s hear¬ 
ing, were immediately tak¬ 
en away by police after 
the hearing.Q 
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Mothers, students join Japan’s protests over security bills

TOKYO (AP) — Mothers 
holding their children’s 
hands stood in the sprin¬ 
kling rain, holding up anti¬ 
war placards, while stu¬ 
dents chanted slogans 
against Prime Minister 
Shinzo Abe and his de¬ 
fense policies to the beat 
of a drum. Japan is seeing 
new faces join the ranks of 
protesters typically made 
up of labor union members 
and graying leftist activists. 
On Sunday, tens of thou¬ 
sands filled the streets out¬ 
side Tokyo's parliament to 
rally against new security 
legislation likely to become 
law in September. 

“No to war legislation!” 
“’Scrap the bills now!” and 
“Abe, quit!” they chanted 
in one of the summer's big¬ 
gest protests. Their cries are 
against a series of bills that 
would expand Japan’s 
military role under a reinter¬ 
pretation of the country’s 
war-renouncing constitu¬ 
tion. 

In Japan, where people 
generally don't express 
political views in public, 
such rallies have largely 
diminished since the often 
violent university student 
protests in the early 1960s. 


Anti-nuclear protests after 
the 2011 Fukushima disas¬ 
ter also petered out. 
Smaller protests were held 
elsewhere across the na¬ 
tion Sunday. The demon¬ 
strations started earlier this 
year but grew sharply af¬ 
ter July, when Abe’s ruling 
party and its junior coalition 
partner pushed the leg¬ 
islation through the more 
powerful lower house de¬ 
spite vocal opposition from 
other parties — and media 
polls showing the majority 
of Japanese opposed the 
bills. Whether the protests’ 
momentum signals wider 
social change remains to 
be seen. They could die 
out once the summer holi¬ 
day is over and the legisla¬ 
tion is passed, as is widely

expected. But grass-roots 
groups among typically 
apolitical groups such as 
mothers and students — 
aided by social media — 
appear to be growing. 

A group called Moth¬ 
ers Against War started in 
July and gained support¬ 
ers rapidly via Facebook. 
It collected nearly 20,000 
signatures of people op¬ 
posed to the legislation, 
which representatives tried 
unsuccessfully to submit to 
Abe’s office last Friday. 

“I’m afraid the legislation 
is really going to reverse 
the direction of this coun¬ 
try, where pacifism was our 
pride,” said a 44-year-old 
architect who joined Sun¬ 
day’s rally with her 5-year- 
old son. □ 


Police: 

Bangkok bombing suspect is not cooperating

BANGKOK (AP) — Thai po¬ 
lice said Sunday the man 
arrested in connection with 
Bangkok’s deadly bomb¬ 
ing was being uncoopera¬ 
tive, possibly not telling the 
truth to interrogators and 
would remain in military 


custody for at least seven 
days. 

The unnamed foreigner 
was arrested Saturday at 
an apartment on the out¬ 
skirts of Bangkok where po¬ 
lice seized bomb-making 
equipment and fake pass¬ 
ports. It was the first possible 
breakthrough in the investi¬ 
gation into the Aug. 17 blast 


at the Erawan Shrine, which 
killed 20 people, more than 
half of whom were foreign¬ 
ers, and injured more than 
120 others. 

National police spokes¬ 
man Prawuth Thavornsiri 
told The Associated Press 
that police found “more 
fhan 200 passports" in the 
man’s apartment, includ¬ 


ing many that were empty, 
and police were exploring 
the theory that he was part 
of a network that provided 
fake passports to migrants. 
He said the passports were 
from one country, but 
wouldn't say which one. 

He did not explain why a 
passport gang might target 
a religious shrine.Q 
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Dominica declares disaster status after storm leaves 20 dead 


ROSEAU, Dominica (AP) — 

Rescue teams worked Sun¬ 
day to reopen roads to re¬ 
mote communities in Domi¬ 
nica after Tropical Storm 
Erika caused flooding and 
mudslides that killed at 
least 20 people and left 
more than 50 missing on 
the Caribbean island. 
“Access by road to these 
communities is impossible," 
Prime Minister Roosevelt 
Skerrit said. These towns

Lawmakers urge lifting immunity of Guatemalan president

The home run was Encarna- 
cion's 30th of the season, 
11 of which have come 
in August. He has a major 
league-leading 35 RBIs this 


month, breaking the club 
record he shared with Car¬ 
los Delgado, who had 34 in 
June 2003. 

Toronto is the first team with 
three 30-homer hitters in 
the same season since the 
2012 Angels, when Albert 
Pujols, Mike Trout and Mark 
Trumbo did it. 

"We’re playing great base¬ 
ball,” manager John Gib¬ 
bons said. "Everything’s re¬ 
ally clicking.” 

Encarnacion has at least 
one extra-base hit in eight 
consecutive games, one 
shy of Shawn Green's team 
record set in 1999. He has 
at least one RBI in eight 
straight games, matching 
the Blue Jays record shared 
by Delgado, Willie Upshaw 
and Matt Stairs. 
Encarnacion finished 2 for

Day closed with a 63-62 
weekend and finished at 
19-under 261. He won two 
weeks ago by three shots 
over Jordan Spieth with a 
record to par at 20-under 
268.

BEIJING (AP) — For the 

world’s best sprinters, pass¬ 
ing the baton in the 4x400 
relay is about as easy as 
rolling out of bed in the 
morning. 

Picking a winner in that 
race used to be easy, too. 
Not anymore. 

An awkward exchange 
between U.S. sprinter Al- 
lyson Felix and her team¬ 
mate, Francena McCoro- 
ry, played into a razor-thin 
loss to Jamaica at world 
championships Sunday. 
The American women fell 
by 0.31 seconds and set¬ 
tled for a second straight 
silver at the worlds after 
winning the Olympic and 
world championship titles 
five straight times. 

“It’s hard, this one,” Felix 
said. “But it's motivation for 
next year.” 

Next year is the Olympics 
in Rio de Janeiro, and from 
the U.S. perspective, the 
planning can’t start soon 
enough. 

Yes, the United States won 
the most medals for the 
sixth straight time at the 
worlds, dating to 2005. But 
it did so with only 18. That’s 
seven fewer than the last 
worlds, 11 fewer than the 
London Olympics and the 
lowest total at the worlds 
since 2003, when the 
Americans won 16 — after 
four were taken away for 
doping. 

“When you're No. 1, it’s al¬ 
ways a steeper pinnacle,” 
USA Track and Field presi¬ 
dent Stephanie Flightower 
said. “And staying on top 
is always a lot harder than 
when you’ve got to work 
your way to the top.” 

The U.S. team certainly 
had some high notes.

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Turner Field US flag at half-staff after fan dies in fall

ATLANTA (AP) — The U.S. 
flag flew at half-staff at 
Turner Field on Sunday, one 
day after a fan died follow¬ 
ing his fall from the upper 
deck into the lower-level 
stands during a game be¬ 
tween the Atlanta Braves 
and New York Yankees. 
Mary Beth Hauptle, an in¬ 
vestigator with the Fulton 
County Medical Examiner, 
identified the victim as 
Gregory K. Murrey, 60, of Al¬ 
pharetta, Georgia. Murrey 
was pronounced dead at 
Grady Memorial Hospital. 
The Braves said Sunday they 
are “deeply saddened” by 
Murrey’s death. 

“Greg was a valued and 
longtime season-ticket 
holder and an incredibly 
passionate Braves fan,” 
the team said in a state¬ 
ment. “This tragic loss is felt 
throughout Braves Coun¬ 
try, and the thoughts and 
prayers of the entire Braves 
organization continue to 
go out to his family and 
friends.” 

The Braves displayed a 
photo of Murrey on the vid¬ 
eoboard and observed a 
moment of silence before 
Sunday’s game. 

The fall in the seventh in¬ 
ning immediately followed 
the introduction of Yankees 
slugger Alex Rodriguez as a 
pinch hitter. 

Lt. Charles Hampton of the 
Atlanta Police Department 
homicide unit said foul 
play is not suspected at this 
point. He said no fans were 
hurt in the 200-level seats 
where the man fell from 
section 401, landing close 
to an area where players’ 
wives and families sit. 

Braves president John 
Schuerholz said grief coun¬ 
selors have been made 
available to players’ friends 
and family members who 


witnessed the fall. 

“It's just sad and we're all 
dealing with the sadness 
and the tragedy of it for the 
gentleman’s family and 
anybody who happened 
to witness it,” Schuerholz 


said. “It’s difficult and that’s 
what our focus is now.” 

A Braves security officer 
blocked an Associated 
Press reporter from entering 
section 401 on Sunday with¬ 
out a ticket. 

Braves second baseman 
Jace Peterson said his girl¬ 
friend was close to the spot 
Murrey fell. 

“It was within 10 feet from 
her,” Peterson said. “So 
everybody whose families 
were here definitely expe¬ 
rienced some part of it. It's 
not good for anyone to see 
something like that. 

“A lot of player families 
were right there. I heard 
some pretty graphic stuff. 
It’s not something I really 
want to get into. It’s just un¬ 
fortunate.” 

Yankees catcher Brian Mc¬ 
Cann’s mother, who is a 


nurse, was one of the first 
to assist Murrey following his 
fall. 

“She ran to him,” said Mc¬ 
Cann, who began his ca¬ 
reer with the Braves. “She 
was in the mix trying to do 


everything she could.” 

This was the third fan death 
from a fall at Turner Field 
in eight seasons. In 2013, a 
fan's death was ruled a sui¬ 
cide; In 2008, police cited 
alcohol as a factor after a 
man died. 

Major League Baseball said 
it had been in contact with 
the Braves and was moni¬ 
toring the situation. 

A sellout crowd of 49,243 
was the largest of the sea¬ 
son at Turner Field. The 
Braves are set to move into 
a new suburban stadium in 
2017. 

Schuerholz said now is not 
the time to say if the lat¬ 
est death at Turner Field 
would affect plans for the 
new stadium, including the 
height of the rails which line 
the bottom of each section 
of seats. 


“We made our plans long 
before this event oc¬ 
curred,” Schuerholz said. 
“Every facility that's getting 
built, there’s a great deal 
of communication with ar¬ 
chitects and engineers and 


the league in terms of abid¬ 
ing by league standards for 
the industry. We certainly 
will do that." 

Adam Staudacher and his 
girlfriend were returning to 
their seats near where Mur¬ 
rey fell. 

Staudacher, 33, from At¬ 
lanta, said it appeared 
Murrey landed headfirst 
on a 3-foot-wide walkway 
between sections. He esti¬ 
mated 20 EMTs immediate¬ 
ly surrounded the fan and 
began doing CPR, adding 
they treated him for “five to 
seven minutes" before tak¬ 
ing him away. 

Staudacher said he saw no 
movement from the fan. 
“There were a ton of kids 
right there,” he said. “It was 
a disturbing scene. Disturb¬ 
ing doesn’t really go far 
enough.” 


MLB has said it is studying 
the issue of fan safety in 
the wake of several peo¬ 
ple being hurt by foul balls 
and flying bats this season. 
Some players have called 
for more protective netting 
around the field. 

A fan died at Turner Field 
on Aug. 12, 2013, after fall¬ 
ing 85 feet from a walkway 
on the fourth level of the 
stadium. Investigators from 
the Fulton County Medical 
Examiner's office later ruled 
that the death of Ronald 
Lee Homer Jr., 30, was a sui¬ 
cide. 

In 2008, Justin Hayes, 25, 
died after falling down a 
stairwell in Atlanta during 
a game against the Mets. 
Police said alcohol contrib¬ 
uted to his fall that caused 
head injuries. 

Two fans died at major 
league games in 2011. 

In Texas, a man fell about 20 
feet to the ground beyond 
the outfield fence trying to 
catch a baseball tossed his 
way by Rangers outfielder 
Josh Hamilton. Shannon 
Stone, 39 and a firefighter in 
Brownwood, Texas, was at¬ 
tending the Rangers game 
with his young son. 

Earlier that year, a 27-year- 
old man died after falling 
about 20 feet and striking 
his head on concrete dur¬ 
ing a Colorado Rockies 
home game. Witnesses told 
police the man was trying 
to slide down a staircase 
railing at Coors Field and 
lost his balance. 

Cleveland Indians manag¬ 
er Terry Francona said fan 
safety is always a concern. 
“I think the powers that be 
are constantly trying, one, 
give the fans the experi¬ 
ence they want while also 
making it as safe as pos¬ 
sible,” Francona said. “Peo¬ 
ple smarter than me spend 
a lot of time trying to make 
it the best it can be.”Q

Unearthed Atari 
games net sales 
of over $100,000 

ALAMOGORDO, N.M. (AP) 

— A cache of Atari game 
cartridges dug up in a New 
Mexico landfill last year 
has generated more than 
$100,000 in sales over the 
last several months. 

The April 2014 dig ended 
speculation surrounding 
an urban legend that Atari 
had discarded hundreds of 
games, including “E.T. The 
Extraterrestrial,” more than 
30 years ago, reported The 
Alamogordo Daily News. 

A film crew documented 
Joe Lewandowski as he 
dug up the Atari cartridges. 
In addition to the “E.T. The 
Extraterrestrial” cartridges, 
Lewandowski found more 
than 60 other titles. 

Those included Asteroids, 
Missile Command, War¬ 
lords, Defender, Star Raid¬ 
ers, Swordquest, Phoenix, 
Centipede and Super 
Breakout. 

Atari’s E.T. game, based on 
the Steven Spielberg film, 
was released in 1982 after 
only 34 days of develop¬ 
ment. It earned a repu¬ 
tation as the worst video 
game ever created. 

It didn’t live up to its finan¬ 
cial expectations and is 
considered by many to 
have contributed to Atari’s 
demise, as shown in Zak 
Penn’s documentary “At¬ 
ari: Game Over." 

The 881 games sold on 
eBay brought in close to 
$108,000, Lewandowski 
told the Alamogordo City 
Commission earlier this 
week. Buyers came from 
45 states and 14 countries. 
Twenty-three games also 
made their way to muse¬ 
ums around the world, in¬ 
cluding the Smithsonian in 
Washington, D.C., and the 
Deutsches Film Museum in 
Frankfurt, Germany .□

The auditorium seats 
up to 7,000 people, which 
is a much larger capacity 
than San Francisco’s 750- 
seat Yerba Buena Theater, 
where Apple often holds 
such events. 

As for Siri, the digital ser¬ 
vice had clearly been pro¬ 
grammed to play it coy 
about the Sept. 9 event. 
When queried for a hint 
on a reporter's iPhone, 
the digital assistant only 
said to expect “a big 
announcement. ”□

Apple teases new product event for September 9 
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Doubts about China’s economic leadership sap confidence

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

fear that gripped financial 
markets this month is a stark 
one: That China’s econo¬ 
my might be slipping into 
a decline that could persist 
for years. 

But the world’s second- 
largest economy isn’t col¬ 
lapsing — certainly not 
yet, anyway. What’s really 
in freefall is confidence in 
its leaders, once seen as 
wielding near-mythic pow¬ 
er to keep their economy 
growing at a propulsive 
pace. 

Global stock markets have 
sunk — and gyrated — as 
investors have wrestled 
with their doubts. The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
has lost nearly 1,000 points 
since China’s surprise move 
to devalue its currency 
Aug. 11. That step, in part 
an effort to align the yuan 
with market forces, was also 
seen by investors as a des¬ 
perate bid to fuel exports in 
a faltering economy. 

“The incredible faith in the 
Chinese policymakers has 
been shaken," says Ruchir 
Sharma, head of Morgan 
Stanley’s emerging markets 
equity team. 

For all its woes, China still 
outruns every other ma¬ 
jor economy. For 2015, 
while the nearly healthy 
U.S. economy will expand 
perhaps 2.5 percent, even 
most pessimistic analysts 


predict that China’s will 
grow at least 5 percent . 
Yet its growth has deceler¬ 
ated for four straight years. 
And a series of bungled 
decisions have escalated 
doubts about Beijing's eco¬ 


nomic stewardship. The 
skepticism is rising just as 
China is pursuing one of 
the most daunting transi¬ 
tions in modern economic 
history — from overheated 
growth, driven by exports 
and often-wasteful invest¬ 
ment, toward slower and 
sturdier growth fueled by 
spending from an emerg¬ 
ing middle class. 


The leadership’s miscues 
have multiplied, starting 
with its handling of the 
stock market. To try to cush¬ 
ion the pain from a slower 
economy, the government 
deployed state-run media 


to promote stocks for in¬ 
experienced individual in¬ 
vestors. The hope was that 
Chinese companies could 
issue shares into a rising 
market and use the pro¬ 
ceeds to finance growth 
and shrink their heavy debt 
levels. 

Untethered from economic 
reality, Chinese stocks took 
wing. The Shanghai Com¬ 


posite Index rocketed 150 
percent in the year through 
mid-June, propelled in part 
by individuals who poured 
money in, often on bor¬ 
rowed funds, confident that 
their government wouldn't 


steer them wrong. 

On June 12, the bubble 
burst: 

Beijing, abandoning a 
pledge to let market forces 
play a bigger role in the 
economy, tried futilely to 
stop the freefall. It suspend¬ 
ed trading in many com¬ 
panies, restricted the use of 
borrowed money for some 
trades and banned big 


investors from selling their 
stakes for six months. 

“The bubble pops, and 
they intervene and it 
doesn’t work,” says Derek 
Scissors, resident scholar at 
the conservative American 
Enterprise Institute. 

Beijing suddenly looked like 
something less than omnip¬ 
otent. 

Then, on Aug. 11, China 
devalued the yuan. The 
government said the move 
was a nod to reality: Inves¬ 
tors were signaling that the 
currency was overvalued. 
And the United States and 
the International Monetary 
Fund had long urged Chi¬ 
na to let market forces play 
a bigger role in the yuan’s 
exchange rate. 

Yet the decision surprised 
investors and aroused sus¬ 
picions that it was a bid 
to drive up exports, which 
tumbled more than 8 per¬ 
cent in July from a year 
earlier. (A lower-valued 
yuan gives Chinese goods 
a competitive edge over¬ 
seas.) And Beijing has since 
sent confusing signals, 
sometimes intervening to 
keep the yuan from falling 
too fast. 

The episode led investors to 
take a more skeptical look 
at the Chinese economy. 
China's economic statistics 
have always been dubious. 
Premier Li Keqiang once 
acknowledged that its 
growth figures were “man¬ 
made" and unreliable. □

GLANCE: 3 reasons markets lost faith in China’s economy

For decades, Chinese 
economic policymak¬ 
ers have drawn praise for 
keeping their economy 
growing strongly through 
turbulence, such as the 
Asian financial crisis of 
1997-1998 and the world¬ 
wide financial tumult of 
2008. But investors have 
begun to lose faith in Bei¬ 
jing’s economic manage¬ 
ment. 

Three reasons why: 

— A STOCK MARKET DE¬ 
BACLE 

As China’s economy 
slowed, the government 
decided to deploy the 
stock market to ease the 
pain. State-run media 


talked up stocks, and indi¬ 
vidual investors responded 
by buying shares and ignit¬ 
ing a 150 percent run-up 
in the Shanghai Compos¬ 
ite stock index in the year 
through June. The hope 
was that Chinese compa¬ 
nies could issue shares into 
a rising market and use the 
proceeds to shrink debts. 
But the stock bubble burst 
June 12. Shanghai stocks 
plummeted 37 percent. 
The government sought 
futilely to intervene, sus¬ 
pending trading in hun¬ 
dreds of companies and 
banning big investors 
from selling stakes for six 
months. The interven¬ 
tion undermined Beijing's 


pledge to give market 
forces a bigger say in the 
economy and left poli¬ 
cymakers looking clumsy 
and ineffectual. 

— A BUNGLED DEVALUA¬ 
TION 

On Aug. 12, China sur¬ 
prised investors by mark¬ 
ing down the value of its 
currency, the yuan. The 
government said it was re¬ 
sponding to market forc¬ 
es: Investors had signaled 
that the yuan was overval¬ 
ued. But skeptics worried 
that the devaluation was 
a desperation move to 
jolt the economy — a sign 
that the economy was 
weaker than thought. 

The move followed a re¬ 


port that exports had 
plunged in July. A cheaper 
yuan gives Chinese com¬ 
panies a price advantage 
in foreign markets. Since 
the devaluation, China 
has intervened to keep 
the yuan from falling too 
fast, confusing markets 
and renewing doubts 
about Beijing’s commit¬ 
ment to market forces. 

— MURKY STATISTICS 
Chinese economic sta¬ 
tistics have long been 
viewed as dubious. Pre¬ 
mier Li Keqiang once ac¬ 
knowledged that the sta¬ 
tistics on economic output 
were “man-made” and 
worthless. China watchers 
tended to shrug off the un¬ 


certainty as long as it was 
clear that the economy 
was booming. 

But now there’s concern 
about what's really hap¬ 
pening. Economists are 
looking at alternative mea¬ 
sures of economic perfor¬ 
mance, such as electricity 
consumption. The London 
firm Consensus Economics 
asked several economists 
for forecasts based on the 
unconventional measures. 
These forecasters saw the 
Chinese economy grow¬ 
ing just 5.3 percent in the 
year up to the fourth quar¬ 
ter of 2015. Conventional 
forecasts have the econ¬ 
omy growing closer to 7 
percent.Q

Buffett’s Berkshire 
Hathaway ups 
stake in refiner 
Phillips 66 

Billionaire investor War¬ 
ren Buffett's company has 
amassed a stake worth 
nearly $4.5 billion in Phil¬ 
lips 66 more than a year 
after trading a chunk of 
its holding in the oil refiner 
for a chemical business 
investment. A regulatory 
filing says Berkshire Hatha¬ 
way Inc. has accumulated 
about 58 million shares, 
which amounts to more 
than 10 percent of the 
Houston company’s stock. 
In late 2013, the Oma¬ 
ha, Nebraska, company 
agreed to trade about 
$1.4 billion of its Phillips 66 
stock for one of the refin¬ 
er’s businesses that makes 
additives to help crude 
oil flow through pipelines. 
Many investors watch 
Berkshire Hathaway filings 
closely because they like 
to copy Buffett’s moves 
given his successful record. 
Phillips 66 shares closed at 
$77.23 Friday and have ad¬ 
vanced about 8 percent 
so far this year. 

Forced labor has 
no place in our 
food supply chain: 
Nestle 

GENEVA (AP) — Nestle 
says “forced labor has no 
place in our supply chain” 
following a U.S. class ac¬ 
tion lawsuit that alleges the 
Swiss food company know¬ 
ingly supported a system 
of slave labor and human 
trafficking to make its Fan¬ 
cy Feast cat food. Nestle 
didn’t deny the allegations 
in an email Sunday to The 
Associated Press but said 
its guidelines require suppli¬ 
ers to respect human rights. 
It outlined steps Nestle has 
taken to rid forced labor 
from its seafood supply 
chain. The Hagens Berman 
law firm filed the suit Thurs¬ 
day on behalf of pet food 
purchasers. It said they 
wouldn’t have bought the 
seafood-based pet food 
if they had known “slave 
labor” was used to obtain 
some ingredients in the 
products imported by Nes¬ 
tle and partner Thai Union 
Frozen Products. 
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Fed’s Fischer keeps open possibility of Sept, hike

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Vice Chair¬ 
man Stanley Fischer left the 
door open this weekend for 
a Fed rate increase in Sep¬ 
tember, saying the factors 
that have kept inflation be¬ 
low the central bank’s tar¬ 
get level have likely begun 
to fade. 

Fischer said there’s “good 
reason to believe that in¬ 
flation will move higher as 


the forces holding down 
inflation dissipate further.” 
He said, for example, that 
some effects of a stronger 
dollar and a plunge in oil 
prices — key factors in hold¬ 
ing down inflation — have 
already started to diminish. 
The vice chairman’s re¬ 
marks came in a speech at 
an annual economic con¬ 
ference in Jackson Hole, 
Wyoming. Investors have 
been trying to determine 
whether the Fed might still 


be on course to raise inter¬ 
est rates after its Sept. 16-17 
meeting given the recent 
turbulence in financial mar¬ 
kets and worries about Chi¬ 
na’s economy, which had 
raised doubts. 

In addition, inflation has re¬ 
mained persistently below 
the Fed’s 2 percent target 
rate. 

Fischer's comment that 
there was “good reason” 
to think inflation would in¬ 
crease followed his remark 


Friday in an interview that 
“my level of confidence is 
pretty high” that inflation 
will return to the Fed’s 2 
percent target — a condi¬ 
tion the Fed has set for rais¬ 
ing rates. 

Michael Hanson, senior 
economist at Bank of 
America Merrill Lynch, saw 
Fischer's remarks as an ex¬ 
planation of why the Fed 
might not wait for inflation 
to move closer to 2 percent 
before raising rates.□

Americans were reacting. 
The drop is in contrast to the 
Conference Board’s con¬ 
sumer confidence index, 
which was released earlier 
this week and found that 
confidence rose to its high¬ 
est level in seven months 
in August. But that survey 
was completed before the 
stock market's gyrations. 
About 61 percent of U.S. 
households own stocks, 
Curtin said, so plunging 
stock prices can broadly 
affect the consumer out¬ 
look. Most Americans own 
equities in their retirement 
accounts, so the impact of 
lower stock prices on actu¬ 
al spending is limited. And 
the dollar value of stock 
holdings is highly concen¬ 
trated: the wealthiest 10 
percent of Americans own 
80 percent of shares. 

As a result, consumer sen¬ 
timent may bounce back, 
assuming the stock mar¬ 
ket stabilizes or recovers. 
Americans remain optimis¬ 
tic about their own finan¬ 
cial health: 45 percent said 
their financial situation has 
improved, just below a re¬ 
cent peak of 47 percent in 
April. And half expect their 
incomes to increase in the 
year ahead. 

In contrast to the stock mar¬ 
ket’s violent fluctuations, 
recent economic data has 
largely been positive. The 
economy expanded at a 
3.7 percent annual rate in 
the April-June quarter, the 
government said Thursday, 
a much healthier pace 
than its previous estimate

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‘Awakenings’ author, neurologist Oliver Sacks dies at 82

NEW YORK (AP) — There 
was the blind man who had 
the disastrous experience 
of regaining his sight. The 
surgeon who developed a 
sudden passion for music 
after being struck by light¬ 
ning. And most famously, 
the man who mistook his 
wife for a hat. 

Those stories and many 
more, taking the reader to 
the distant ranges of hu¬ 
man experience, came 
from the pen of Dr. Oliver 
Sacks. 

Sacks, 82, died Sunday at 
his home in New York City, 
his assistant, Kate Edgar, 
said. In February, he had 
announced that he was 
terminally ill with a rare eye 
cancer that had spread to 
his liver. 

As a practicing neurologist. 
Sacks looked at some of his 
patients with a writer's eye 
and found publishing gold. 
In his best-selling 1985 
book, “The Man Who Mis¬ 
took His Wife for a Hat,” he 
described a man who re¬ 
ally did mistake his wife’s 
face for his hat while visit¬ 
ing Sacks’ office, because 
his brain had difficulty in¬ 
terpreting what he saw. 
Another story in the book 
featured twins with autism 
who had trouble with ordi¬ 
nary math but who could 
perform other amazing cal¬ 
culations. 

Discover magazine ranked 


it among the 25 greatest 
science books of all time in 
2006, declaring, “Legions of 
neuroscientists now prob¬ 
ing the mysteries of the hu¬ 
man brain cite this book as 


their greatest inspiration.” 
Sacks’ 1973 book, “Awak¬ 
enings," about hospital 
patients who'd spent de¬ 
cades in a kind of frozen 
sfate until Sacks tried a new 
treatment, led to a 1990 
movie in which Sacks was 
portrayed by Robin Wil¬ 
liams. It was nominated for 
three Academy Awards. 

Still another book, “An An¬ 


thropologist on Mars: Seven 
Paradoxical Tales,” pub¬ 
lished in 1995, described 
cases like a painter who 
lost color vision in a car 
accident but found new 


creative power in black- 
and-white, and a 50-year- 
old man who suddenly re¬ 
gained sight after nearly 
a lifetime of blindness. The 
experience was a disaster; 
the man's brain could not 
make sense of the visual 
world. It perceived the hu¬ 
man face as a shifting mass 
of meaningless colors and 
textures. 

After a full and rich life as a 
blind person, he became 
“a very disabled and miser¬ 
able partially sighted man,” 
Sacks recalled later. “When 
he went blind again, he 
was rather glad of if.” 
Despite the drama and un¬ 
usual stories, his books were 
not literary freak shows. 
“Oliver Sacks humanizes ill¬ 
ness ... he writes of body 
and mind, and from ev¬ 
ery one of his case studies 


there radiates a feeling of 
respeef for the patient and 
for fhe illness," Roald Hoff¬ 
mann, a Nobel Prize-win¬ 
ning chemisf, said in 2001. 
“What others consider un¬ 


mitigated tragedy or dys¬ 
function, Sacks sees, and 
makes us see, as a human 
being coping with dignity 
with a biological problem." 
When Sacks received the 
prestigious Lewis Thomas 
Prize for science writing in 
2002, the citation declared, 
“Sacks presses us to follow 
him into uncharted regions 
of human experience — 
and compels us to realize, 
once there, that we are 
confronting only ourselves." 
In a 1998 interview with The 
Associated Press, Sacks 
said he tries to make “visits 
to other people, to other 
interiors, seeing the world 
through their eyes.” 

His 2007 book, “Musico- 
philia,” examines the re¬ 
lationship between music 
and the brain, including its 
healing effect on people 


with such conditions as To- 
urette's syndrome, Parkin¬ 
son’s, autism and Alzheim¬ 
er’s. 

“Even with advanced de¬ 
mentia, when powers of 
memory and language are 
lost, people will respond to 
music," he told The Associ¬ 
ated Press in 2008. 

Oliver Wolf Sacks was born 
in 1933 in London, son of 
husband-and-wife physi¬ 
cians. Bofh were skilled at 
recounting medical sto¬ 
ries, and Sack’s own writ¬ 
ing impulse “seems to have 
come directly from them,” 
he said in his 2015 memoir, 
“On the Move." 

In childhood he was drawn 
to chemistry (his 2001 mem¬ 
oir is titled “Uncle Tungsten: 
Memories of a Chemical 
Boyhood”) and biology. 
Around age 11, fascinated 
by how ferns slowly unfurl, 
he sef up a camera fo take 
pictures every hour or so of 
a fern and then assembled 
a flip book fo compress fhe 
process into a few seconds. 
“I became a doctor a liffle 
belatedly and a little reluc¬ 
tantly,” he told one inter¬ 
viewer. “In a sense, I was 
a naturalist first and I only 
came to individuals rela¬ 
tively late.” 

After earning a medical 
degree at Oxford, Sacks 
moved to the United States 
in 1960 and completed a 
medical internship in San 
Francisco and a neurology 
residency at the University 
of California, Los Angeles. 
He moved to New York in 
1965 and began decades 
of neurology practice. 
Among his other books 
were “The Island of the Col¬ 
orblind" (1997) about a so¬ 
ciety where congenital col¬ 
orblindness was common, 
“Seeing Voices" (1989) 
about the world of deaf 
culture, and “Hallucina¬ 
tions” (2012), in which Sacks 
discussed his own halluci¬ 
nations as well as those of 
some patientsO

NEW YORK (AP) — The Chris¬ 
tian drama “War Room" 
made a surprise bid for the 
box-office lead, Zac Efron’s 
music drama “We Are Your 
Friends” fell completely 
flat and the NWA biopic 
“Straight Outta Compton” 
keeps chugging along. 
Universal’s “Straight Outta 
Compton” topped the box 
office for the third-straight 
week with $13.2 million at 
North American theaters 
over the weekend, ac¬ 
cording to studio estimates 
Sunday. The film, which 
has now made $134.1 mil¬ 
lion in total, has continued 
to dominate August mov¬ 
iegoing. It joins “Jurassic 
World” as the only movies 
to lead the box office three 
consecutive weeks this 
summer. 

The late August weekend 
held scant competition for 
“Straight Outta Compton," 
but “War Room” nearly 
matched it. The Sony Tri- 
Star release took in $11 mil¬

But the Efron-led film 
opened with just $1.8 mil¬ 
lion on 2,333 screens (more 
than twice the number of 
“War Room"). That makes it 
one of the lowest weekend 
openings ever for a film 
that played so widely. 
“August can be a land of 
opportunity or it can be 
your worst nightmare,” said 
Paul Dergarabedian, senior 
media analyst for box-of- 
fice firm Rentrak. 

Whereas “We Are Your 
Friends" got lost in the shuf¬ 
fle of a traditionally quiet 
period for the movie busi¬ 
ness, Dergarabedian said, 
“War Room” used its late- 
summer, little-competition 
release date to its advan¬

Norwegian TV to air fictional series about Russian invasion

COPENHAGEN, Denmark 
(AP) — In a move that has 
annoyed Russia, a Norwe¬ 
gian television channel 
says it will air a fictional TV 
drama depicting a Russian 
invasion of Norway after 
radical environmentalists 
seize power and freeze the 
Scandinavian nation's oil 
and gas industry. 


TV2 drama chief Christo¬ 
pher Plaug said Saturday 
the 10-episode drama that 
starts Oct. 4 is “foremost 
about Norway and Nor¬ 
wegians, not Russia or Rus¬ 
sians.” 

In “Occupy,” Russia partly 
occupies Norway to re¬ 
sume the oil industry fol¬ 
lowing a secret deal with 
the European Union. The 
series is the most expensive 


drama in Norwegian televi¬ 
sion history, costing 90 mil¬ 
lion Norwegian kroner ($11 
million), according to TV2, 
which said the production 
company has already sold 
the series to stations across 
Europe. 

“I am surprised by the reac¬ 
tion. It is obviously a fiction, 
everyone can see that," 
Plaug told The Associated 
Press, adding that the Rus¬ 


sian Embassy had been 
told about the series “at 
an early stage, three years 
ago, I believe." 

“(It’s) an engaging char¬ 
acter drama about people 
put under great pressure,” 
Plaug added, stressing it 
“doesn't aim to reflect the 
current geopolitical situa¬ 
tion in a realistic way." 
Vyacheslav Pavlovsky, 
the Russian ambassador 


in Oslo, told Russia's Tass 
agency that “Russia, re¬ 
grettably, has the role of 
the aggressor.” 

“In the worst traditions of 
the Cold War, (this show) 
decided to scare Norwe¬ 
gian viewers with a non-ex¬ 
istent threat from the East,” 
he said Thursday. 

Norway's Foreign Ministry 
had no comment on the TV 
show.Q 
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Nelson Shanks, painter of presidents and royalty, dies at 77 


ANDALUSIA, Pennsylvania 
(AP) — Nelson Shanks, 
a painter renowned for 
his portraits of prominent 
figures ranging from 
presidents to a pope to 
royalty, has died. He was 
77. Shanks died Friday at 
his home in Andsalusia, 
in Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania, according 
to Bill Wedo, spokesman 
for the Studio Incamminati 
art school that Shanks 
founded with his wife, 
Leona. Shanks painted 
well-known subjects such as 
Princess Diana, Pope John 
Paul II, presidents Ronald 
Reagan and Bill Clinton, 
and a group portrait of the 
first four women to serve 
on the U.S. Supreme Court. 
He was called “the most 
talented contemporary 
traditional portraitist" by 
D. Dodge Thompson, 
chief of exhibitions at the 
National Gallery of Art in 
Washington, D.C. 

The artist and his Clinton 
portrait made waves 



earlier this year when he 
told the Philadelphia Daily 
News that he included a 
subtle reference to White 
House intern Monica 
Lewinsky in the work. He 
said a shadow beside 
Clinton is a literal reference 
to Lewinsky’s infamous blue 
dress and a symbolic nod 
to the shadow the affair 
cast on his presidency. 
Shanks was born in 
Rochester, New York, 
and raised from about 
age 10 in Wilmington, 
Delaware, before studying 
architecture and then art 
in Kansas and later in New 
York and Florence, Italy. 
Although he taught at 
several art institutes, he 
launched the Studio 
Incamminati, School for 
Contemporary Realist Art 
in Center City Philadelphia 


in 2002 to teach figure¬ 
painting and other realist 
techniques, 

telling The Associated Press 
that year that he eschewed 
abstract art for its lack of 
standards and meaning. 
“There’s a lot of nonsense 
and charlatanism out 
there, the vast percentage 
of it. I think history will 
prove it’s of no interest,” 
Shanks said at his studio, a 
converted carriage house 
on his property. 

In an interview with The 
Philadelphia Inquirer in 
2001, as he was working 
on Clinton’s portrait, he 
spoke about his philosophy 
of portraying people on 
canvas. “I try to push 
portraits as far as I can 
beyond the academic, 
traditional, straightforward 
boardroom styleO
